Prosecuting Attorney Clevenger 
of Platte County, reached by the 
Post-Dispatch by telephone, said he 
had no information leading him to 
suspect that the track was to be 
opened, and declined™to discuss 
his course of action, if any, if the 
track should open. 

Hasn’t Heard a Thing. 


He declared he had not seen the 
news stories in Kansas City daily 
newspapers announcing the open- 
ing, nor the photographs accom- 
panying the stories, and said he 
had no knowledge that alterations 
were being made at the track, al- 
though the plant is on a road over 
which he drives frequently, and the 
refitting of the establishment has 
attracted wide notice.

JUNE 10 DEADLINE FIXED 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt began a windup 
canvass of the extra session of Con- 


gress yesterday in a series of con- 
ferences with Capitol Hill leaders 
and proposed an adjournment as 
early as possible. A June 10 dead- 
line was fixed by the conferees, and 
the House chieftains assurred the 
President they could complete his 
emergency program by the end of 
next week—May 27.

Mariand said in a statement the 
Pp of the bill was to aid and 
assist the oil producing states in 
enforcing “those laws intended to 
prevent both physical and economic 
waste.” 

The bill declares it to be the pol- 
icy of Congress to prevent waste 
through production in excess of 
demand. : 

The Secretary of Interior, under 
Marland’s bill, would have author- 
ity to allocate to oil-producing 
states “their equitable proportions 
of the total market demand.” 

“Where any State fails to accept 
the amount determined as its equit- 
able proportion of the nation’s pro- 
duction,” Marland said, “the Secre- 
tary is authorized to appoint an 
emergency committee, representa- 


tive of the public interest in such 


state, to prorate equitably the 
state’s production to pools, areas, 
or common sources of supply. In 
case such a committee can not 
agree, the Secretary’ himself may 
establish these production allow- 
ables.” 

The bill also would allow the Sec- 
retary of Interior to establish a 
minimum price no less than aver- 
age costs “to prevent the prema- 
ture abandonment of wells of set- 
tled production.” 

It would levy a tax of 50 cents a 
barrel on all petrofeum produced in 
excess ofthe market demand fig- 
ure set by the Secretary. A tax of 
one-fourth of a cent a barrel would 
be levied on all petroleum produced 
in accordance with the market de- 
mand, this money to be used to 
meet expenses incurred in enforce- 
ment. 

“This bill also declares it unlaw- 
ful to deliver or receive for trans- 
portation in any manner any natur- 
al gas, petroleum, or petroleum pro- 
ducts produced or withdrawn from 
storage in excess of the market de- 
mand determined by the Secretary 
of the Interior or in violation of 
any of the laws of the producing 
state,” Marland said.

SHORTAGE 15 $4729 


Examiner Files Report—Cash- 
ier of Closed Depository 
Killed Self March 14. 


A shortage of $4729 in the sav- 
ings deposit ledger of the State 
Bank of Anglum, closed for reor- 
ganization March 2, but now being 
liquidated by order of State Fi- 
nance Commissioner Moberly, was 
shown in an inventory by a State 
bank examiner filed in the Record- 
er’s office at Clayton today. 

George J. Herwig Jr., cashier of 
the Anglum bank, killed himself 
March 14. Before he died, the 


‘eashier told police, “I shot myself 


—you will find out why later.” 

George D. Able, cashier of the 
Normandy State Bank, liquidating 
agent for the Anglum bank, said 
last week that he had been in- 
formed he would find a shortage of 
about $5000 in the Anglum bank. 
The Anglum bank had applied for 
a license to reopen béfore Moberly 
ordered the liquidation. 

Herwig, 35 years old, resided 
with his wife and small son at 
3525 Central place, Pine Lawn. His 
wife ascribed his action to worry 
over the general banking situation. 
Joseph Burcke, president of the 
Anglum bank, said at the time he 
knew of no reason why the cashier, 
who had been with the bank seven 
years, should end his life. 

The inventory listed assets of a 
total ‘book value of $200,223. The 
savings deposit shortage, in accord- 
ance with accounting practice, was 
listed among assets. The inventory 
listed also shortages of $90 in the 
cash accounts, $12 in the loan ac- 
count and 59 cents in the demand 
deposit account. 

The assets included loans with a 
face value of $89,473; bonds carried 
at $89,426; furniture and fixtures, 
$4342; real estate, $3800; due from 
other banks, $4451; cash items, $33; 
cas hon hand, $3010. 

Liabilities, balancing deposits, in-’' 
cluded capital, $20,000; surplus, 
$6500; undivided profits, $1127; bills 
paayble to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation; $36,289; depos- 
its, $128,197. Deposits were shown 
as totaling $160,284 in the bank’s 
last statement, Dec. 10, 1932. 

Of the loans totaling $89,473, loans 
aggregating $38,399 were shown as 
in the Anglum bank. Loans of $49,- 
123 were listed as posted with the 
R. F. C. for collateral. 

Of the bonds totaling $89,426, an 
aggregate of $31,636 was shown as 
in safekeeping, while a total of 
$53,311 was listed as held by the 
R. F. C. for collateral. Bonds car- 
ried at $4478, the inventory said, 
had been sent to bankruptcy court.

Officers have quoted him as con- 
fessing he choked and beat her, 
angered because she told her fath- 
er before their marriage she was 
an expectant mother, instead of 
telling him. 

‘Vane Thurlo, Linn County Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, filed first degree 
murder charges against Brown. 

Commenting on the secret trans- 
fer of the youth to another jail, 
Thurlo said: “We had heard there 
was considerable sentiment around 
Bucklin over the affair. We had 
no proof of it but we didn’t want 
to take any chances.” 

Waked Holdup Story. 

‘The parents of Brown and the 
girl, Mrs. Pauline Sportsman 
Brown, live on neighboring farms 
near Bucklin and both are well- 
to-do. The marriage of the two 
took place in February. Brown 
was quoted by Thurlo as confess- 
ing that the father of the girl in- 
formed him prior to the marriage 
she had been an expectant mother 
for two months. Brown also was 
said to have admitted intimacy 
with the girl since last fall. 

She was found dying early last 
Sunday by a roadside near Stur- 
geon, Mo., and was hurried to a 
Columbia hospital. Her skull was 
fractured and she was suffering 
from strangulation. 

Previously Brown had been dis- 
covered trussed up by ropes in his 
automobile. He said he had been 
held up by a man who beat Mrs. 
Brown. Later, however, according 
to Thurlo, the youth admitted he 
had tied himself up to support a 
faked story of a sholdup. 

“Tll Pay for It,” Youth Says. 

Sheriff Rogers Wilson of Boone 
County and Sheriff Carl Brown of 
Linn County said the youth then 
talked freely of choking his wife 
while they were returning to the 
farm home of Brown’s parents from 
a visit to Marceline and Bucklin 
Saturday night to buy furniture and 
wall paper for a home of their own. 
The alleged attack occurred at the 
Sights school house near Highway 
No. 36 in Linn County. Mrs. Brown 
was pushed from the car, officers 
said, near Sturgeon, Mo., which is 
in Boone County, a considerable 
distance from where the attack oc- 
curred. 

Officers said Brown later added 
to his confession by admitting he 
also struck his wife on the head 
with an automobile crank and then 
drove toward Sturgeon, believing 
she was either dead or dying. 

He was found tied up in his car 
on Highway No. 40 near Jonesburg. 

Sheriff Wilson said that the 
young wife, during her few mo- 
ments of consciousness in the hos- 
pital at Columbia told of being 
choked by her husband but pro- 
fessed knowing no reason for the 
attack. She said her husband ap- 
parently was happy over her ex- 
pectant motherhood. 

When informed of her death, the

NEW YORK, May 19.—An agree- 
ment to split three ways a $200,000 
bequest in the questioned will of 
the slain Edward A. Ridley was re- 
lated to police in the morning line- 
up today by one of two account- 
ants, who were arrested last night 
charged with participation in an 
alleged conspiracy to rob systemat- 
ically the aged ard eccentric mil- 


lionaire. 
The bequest was made to Lee 


was found alongside Ridley’s in the 
latter’s subcellar office last week. 
Police said that both of the ac- 
countants under arrest, George 
Goodman and Arthur J. Hoffmann, 
had confessed that they conspired 
with Weinstein to rob Ridley. 

After telling of a further conspir- 
acy by which Ridley signed a will 
without knowing it, Hoffmann said, 
as compensation for witnessing the 
document, Weinstein was to give 
himself and Goodman one-fourth 
“of what he could get out cf the 
will.” 

Says Weinstein Dictated Will. 

‘Hoffmann said Weinstein dictat- 
ed the provisions of the will and 
that he had it typed. He was pres- 
ent, he said, when Weinstein pre- 
sented it to Ridley to sign. 

‘Did Weinstein tell Mr. Ridley 
that it was a will?” an officer 
asked. ‘No, sir,” Hoffmann replied. 

“Tt looks as if the old boy had 
it put over on him, is that so?” 
“Yes, sir.” 

Hoffmann and Goodman are ac- 
cused of acting in concert with 
Weinstein to transfer more than 
$200,000 from a certificate bank ac- 
count of Ridley’s into a checking 
account. Then, police charged, they 
formed three dummy corporations 
and isued checks to the corpora- 
tions in alleged payment for work 
done on Ridley’s vast real estate 
holdings. They are charged with 
grand larceny and conspiracy. 

$31,000 in Bonds Found. 

From the home of Hoffmann, an 
inspector of police said he recov- 
ered bonds valued at $31,000 which 
detectives said were bought with 
part of the proceeds of the lar- 
cenies. The thefts were said to 
have extended from September, 
1931, to May 9, this year, the day 
before the killers invaded Ridley'’s 
office under an East Side garage. 

A bill of sale for an expensive 
motor car gave police the clew 
which led to the arrests. The 
paper was found in the apartment 
of Weinstein’s widow, a woman 
whom the secretary married in 
Richmond, Va., under the name 
of Jacques Leroy Lee. The mar- 
riage was not disclosed until after 
Weinstein was slain. 

Detectives said the bill j of sale 
disclosed that the $2000 car was 
paid for by checks drawn on the 
accounts of the Lego Iron Works, 
the Allegheny Construction Co., 
and the Gorgo Heating & Plumb- 
ing Co., Inc. It is charged all three 
were dummy corporations offi- 
cered by Weinstein, Goodman and 
Hoffmann.

The estate has been esti- 
mated at $4,000,000. 

The will left $200,000 to Wein- 
stein on condition that he survived 
Ridley. They were found dead to- 
gether, and a legal fight had been 
‘expected to determine which died 
first. Weinstein’s widow had en- 
gaged a lawyer to protect her 
claim to the $200,000. 

Two years ago another Ridley 
secretary, Herman Moench, was 
found shot tc death in the sub- 
cellar, apperently with the same 
weapon from which seven bullets 
were fired into Weinstein’s body. 
That murder, like the Weinstein- 
Ridley killings, has never been 
solved.

CO-AUTHOR OF HIGH 


TARIFF LAW, DIES 

Former —— Head of 
Finance Committee in 
: Harding 
Dies at 75. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 19,—Porter 
J. McCumber, former United States 
Senator from North Dakota, and 
one of the authors of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff law, passed in the 
Harding administration, died here 
last night after an ilines of three 
days. He was 75 years old. 

Mr. McCumber, while in the Sen- 


ate, was a leader in the campaign |’ 


for the pure food law and active 
for National prohibition. 

He is survived by Mrs. McCum- 
ber, a daughter, Mrs. Harrison 
Brand Jr., and a son, Donald, all 
of Washington, and a sister, Mrs. 
Sabina Sally of Arlington, S. D. 

Funeral services and burial will 
be in Washington tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Defeated by Frazier. * 

After his defeat.in the 1922 pri- 
maries by Lynn J. Frazier, incum- 
bent, McCumber, who had held ‘his 
Senate seat since 1899 and had 
risen to the chairmanship of the 
Finance Committee, backed Frazier 
in the campaign “because he bore 
the Republican stamp,” and then 
returned to law practice in Wahpe- 
ton, N. D., and later in Washington. 

In 1925 he was appointed by 
President Coolidge to the interna- 
tional joint commission on disputes 
between the United States and Can- 
ada over boundary waters, and 
served until his death. 

Born in Crete, IJL, Feb. 3, 1858, 
McCumber was educated in Roches- 
ter, Minn., and the University of 
Michigan. From there he went to 
Wahpeton. He served as County 
Attorney and in both branches of 
the Territorial Legislature. 

Head of Finance Committee. 

The Republicans returned to 
power in national politics in 1920 
and McCumber, kept in the Senate 
in 1916 by a large majority despite 
a national Democratic victory, rose 
to second place on the Finance 
Committee. Only the veteran Boies 
Penrose outranked him. Then, in 
January, 1922, Penrose died, and 
McCumber automatically was ele- 
vated to the chairmanship. He in- 
herited title to the unfinished tariff 
bill which increased the duties on 
industrial imports to a point never 
before reached. 

Many explanations were ad- 
vanced for McCumber’s defeat in 
the Republican primary that year, 
Some held that it was due to his 
support of the Esch-Cummins law, 
a railway transportation act bit⸗ 
terly attacked by various labor 


groups. Others thought it was the | 


result of his vote to seat Senator 
Newberry of Michigan, whose cam- 
naign expenditures were under fire. 
Disappointment of many of the “in- 
dependent Republicans,” that fac- 
tion of the party opposed to the 
Nonpartisan League, was also said 
to have been a factor in his de- 


| feat. : 


McCumber was one of the Repub- 
licans who favored United States 
membership in the League of Na- 
tions.

Voft’s unusual illness, which has 
left him helpless and painfully 
twisted, is in scientific terminology, 
hypertrophic arthritis. It is an 
acute and exceedingly serious form 
of arthritis for which there is no 
known cure. In his case it is di- 
rectly traceable to an infected 
tooth, improperly attended while he 
was in the trenches. Arthritis de- 
veloped while he was still in 
France. 

Treatment after the war in vari- 
ous Government institutions failed 
to improve his condition, although 
for a few years he attempted to re- 
sume his work as a salesman. In 
1924 he was hospitalized at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, and there in the same 
bed he has been since, suffering— 
but alive. 

Thankful for Many Things. 

“Of course, it’s not pleasant,” he 
told the Post-Dispatch reporter who 
visited his room, “but with it all 
Ive got a lot to be thankful for. 
I’m thankful that the Government 
sends my family enough to live on:

Iris in 1200 Different Shades Only One of . 


' Many Vivid Displays --- Spring 


Flower Show On. 


To make things worse, the gar- 
den offers a double attraction for 
Sunday. Iris Sunday and the clos- 
ing day of the Horticultural Socie- 
ty’s fifth annual spring flower show 
which began today, unquestionably 
will lure thousands to the garden 
and within reach of contagion. 

Superintendent Pring, pausing be- 
side a reporter, gets that spring fe- 
verish look when he looks around 
the crushing wealth of blossom in 
one of those somnolent, green and 
golden moments when the sun is 
actually shining. He mops his fore- 
head and prepares to sit down. The 
reporter is already down. 

“In 26 years in St. Louis,” says 
Pring, and he says it fervently, “I 
have never seen trees and flowering 
shrubs bloom as they have bloomed 
this spring.” 

Chestnut, Missouri hawthorne, 
honeysuckle, are in flower all 
around him. Even that wouldn't 
be so bad if the irises were isolat- 
ed, in the two iris gardens. But 
many thousands of them, in 30 
kinds and colors, have strayed out 
on the knolls. No step is safe from 
a glimpse of sunlit yellow or faery 
blue, like a remembered sky or a 
far-off patch of unforgotten sea. 

It’s no use trying to avoid it. 
Spring fever has one as soon as he 
steps into the garden, and he might 
as well venture right into its 
stronghold, the iris gardens. Surf- 
like, rank on rank of blended col- 
ors—1i1200 different shades and com- 
binations—roll up at his feet in the 
American Iris Society test garden 
south of the old Henry Shaw resi- 
dence. Yellows, bronze, bicolor rose 
and mauve or purple and lavender, 
‘and then, toward the south, the 
blues growing lighter and lighter 
to end in a bank of white. 

The rose pergola, which used to 
mark off the southern section of 
this garden: has been removed to 
make room for new varieties. The 
north side of this section now is 
given over to about 30 introductions 
of the late E. P. Williamson, [ndi- 
ana hybridist. They include his 
Dolly Madison, with taupe stand- 
ards and lavender falls, the rose 
and wine-colored Tuscarora and 
the port and yellow beau sabreur. 

In the old iris garden at the ~ed 
brick Linnaean House, northwest 
of the main entrance, are older and 
tried varieties, grouped purely for

STEP IN GERMAN CHURCH UNION 


Evangelical Lutherans of the Reich 
Are : 

BERLIN, May 19.—An important 
step toward unification of German 
churches was accomplished yester- 
day by the fusion of all Evangel- 
ical Latheran churches of the 
Reich, which hitherto were con- 
ducted separately in the different 
German states. 

A Federal board was established 
under the presidency of the Bavar- 
ian Bishop, Hang Meiser of Munich.

UPPOSE PUBLICITY 
UN R. F.C. LOANS 


For Unified — Re- 
peal of Tax on Checks, 
Curtailing of Postal Sav- 


ings, Cut in Interest. 


The Missouri Bankers’ Associa- 
tion announced its program for 
changes in the banking system in 
18 resolutions adopted today at the 
final session of its forty-third an- 
nual meeting at Hotel Jefferson. 

The bankers urged a_ unified 
banking system, universal adoption 
of service charges on unprofitable 
accounts, repeal of the tax on 
checks, discontinuance of publicity 
on R. F. C. loans to banks, forma- 
tion of county bankers’ associations, 


withdrawal of the privilege of spe- 
cial security for deposits of public 
funds, reduction of interest rates 
on deposits, and progressive re- 
striction of the Postal Savings Sys- 
tem. The bankers opposed propos- 
als for Federal guarantee of de- 
posits. 

A unified banking system, how- 
ever, should preserve State banks, 
the resolution said, with centraliza- 
tion of control effected through 
membership of all banks in the 
Federal Reserve System. 

Discontinuation of publicity on 
R. F. C. loans was recommended 
because it rendered “securing of the 
loan more detrimental to the bank 
than beneficial.” 

As to interest on deposits, the 
bankers said that high rates, par- 
ticularly on savings and time de- 
posits, frequently distorted a bank's 
investment policy with the result 
that yield was emphasized at the 
expense of security. Discontinuance 
of interest on commercial accounts 
was suggested. 


Guarantee “Unworkable.” 

Federal guarantee of deposits 
was opposed as contrary to sound 
banking, incapable of strengthening 
weak banks, and destined for ulti- 
mate failure, as shown by the ex- 
perience of some states in the ex- 
periment of deposit insurance,’ 

Haynes McFadden, secretary of 
the Georgia Bankers’ Association, 
told the Missouri bankers they 
should organize in county groups 
and through regional clearing 
houses to oppose the threat of 
Federal loan and savings agencies. 
The Federal Government, he said, 


had become the world’s . largest. 
banker through the Postal Savings} 


system, the income tax, the par 
clearance Bystem, Federal] land and 
intermediate credit banks, the R. 
F. C., agricultural credit funds, and 
other agencies. 

He told of the Georgia associa- 
tion’s “ten-point plan” for profit 
and safety.

Dr. H. I. Spector of 
the staff of Koch Hospital testified 
for the company, stating hia be- 
lief that tuberculosis would not be 
caused by the liquid and pigment 
composing the paint spray, so long 
as working conditions were proper. 
It was testified that the paint shop 
was well ventilated.

once the Vaterland, the leader of 
Germany’s pre-war marine. 

Today the ship is at dock in the 
Hudson, ready to be towed once 
again to Hoboken. 

For a while officers of the United 
States line thought the ship would 
be used for off-shore, low-priced 
cruises, but its size would make 
this unprofitable, and such plans 
have been abandonéd. Apparently 
the ship will be junked. 

Confiscated by the United States 
during the war, the liner became 
a troop ship, and earried soldiers 
across the Atlantic. 

After the war $8,200,000 was spent 
to recondition the ship. 

In 1923, under the name Levia- 
than the vessel became flagship of 
the shipping board. 

In midocean, on the first run to 
Southampton, it steamed past a 
sister ship, the old Imperator, now 
the Cunard line’s Berengaria. 

In 1929, the United States line 
bought the Leviathan. 

Germany built new ships, trim- 
mer, faster boats, that passed the 
Leviathan at sea. Passengers de- 
creased. The line lost thousands 
of dollars on each round trip. 

A week ago, the shipping board 
gave permission to the United 
States line to cancel the schedule. .

FOR DRY REPEAL 


Statute, Effective July 24, 
Calls for Completion of 
Preliminary Action by 
August 20. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON. CITY, May 19. 
Missouri’s convention to act upon 
ratification of the amendment re- 
pealing the eighteenth amendment 
to the Federal Constitution, appar- 


ently must be held by Sept. 9, and 
all of the numerous preliminaries, 
including precinct, county and sen- 
atorial district nominating conven- 
tions and a State-wide election, 
must be disposed of between July 
24 and Aug. 20, under the bill 
passed by the 1933 Legislature. 

The need for haste in carrying 
out the required procedure, which 
is causing Gov. Park some concern 
as to whether the time wil) be suffi- 
‘lent, is due to the fact the act, ef- 
fective July 24, requires completion 
of all steps preceding the State con- 
vention, including the _ election, 
within six months after submission 
of the amendment by Congress. 

The resolution submitting the 
amendment was adopted by Con- 
gress last Feb. 20. This date has 
been construed to be the date of 
submission, within the meaning of 
the six months’ limitation in the 
Missouri act. 


One Week to Name Delegates. 

Under this construction, the Gov- 
ernor will have to issue a procla- 
mation fixing the time of precinct, 
county and senatorial district con- 
ventions to nominate delegates, fix 
the time for a State-wide election 
of delegates to the convention, pub- 
lish the required election notices, 
all to take place between July 24 
and Aug. 20. The convention must 
be held within 20 days after the 
election. 

Under one section of the law, 
which requires the Governor to ap- 
point delegate nominees for any 
senatorial district failing to nomi- 
nate delegates, and to certify them 
to the Secretary of State at least 
20 days before the election, it 
would appear that his proclama- 
tion will have to provide for com- 
pletion of the precinct, county and 
district nominating conventions be- 


| tween July 24 and 31, one week. 


Gov. Park said today a prelim- 
inary study of the bill indicated the 
procedure would have to be carried 
on at top speed, once the act be- 
comes effective July 24. He said 
he would confer with the Attorney- 
General’s Department and would 
make preparations to act as soon 
as the law goes into effect. 

The bill, as originally introduced 
in the House by Representative 
Weeks of Douglas County required 
action within a year after submis- 
sion of a repeal amendment by 
Congress, for ratification by con- 
ventions. This was amended by 
Weeks, after conferences with 
House and Senate leaders, to :ix 
months. At that time legislativs 
leaders thought the Legislature 
would finish its work about the 
middie of March, and there would 
be ample time to keep within the 
six-month requirement of the act, 
after it became effective 90 days 
after adjournment. Instead ths 
Legislature remained in session un- 
til April 25. 

Gov. Park originally planned to 
call the constitutional convention 
some time in October, until the six- 
month limitation was called to his 
attention. 

Procedure, under the act, is for 
the Governor to issue a proclama- 
tion, after the effective date of the 
law, calling precinct, county and 
senatorial district conventions to 
nominate delegates, a State-wide 
election, which in effect will be a 
referendum, and calling the ratifi- 


cation convention, which must meet’ 


in’ Jefferson City within» 20 days 
after the election, and immediately 
yote upon the amendment. 

The method prescribed for select- 
ing delegates is such that the mem- 
bership of the convention will be 


‘| golidly for or solidly against the 


amendment, depending upon the 
result of the election. 
Selection of Delegates. 

The law provides that in each 
precinct convention or mass meet- 
ing of voters, those favoring and 
those opposing the amendment 
each shall select two delegates to 
a county convention. The same 
course will be followed in the 
county conventions and, in turn, in 
the senatorial district conventions.

Pink Part—Put two tablespoons 
red cinnamon candies into milk 
and let stand until the coloring has 
dissolved. Take out candies and 
add colored milk to butter mixture. 
Bake in layers about 20 minutes 
at 375-400 degrees F. Put boiled 
frosting between layers and on top. 


JELLIED HAM LOAF 


One package lemon-flavored gel- 
atin. 

One and three-fourths cups boil- 
ing water. 

One-fourth cup vinegar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup cooked ham, finely 
chopped. 

One and one-half cups celery, 
finely chopped. 

One tablespoon onion, grated! 
Two sweet pickles, finely chopped. 
Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. 
Add vinegar and salt. Chill. When 
slightly thickened, fold in ham, cel- 
ery, onion and pickles. Pour into 
loaf mold. Chill until firm and 
unmold. Serve in slices. Good also 
for sandwiches. 


CREOLE BEANS 


Three small onions 

Three seeded green peppers 
Four tablespoonfuls putter or 
margarine 

Two No. 2 cans pork and beaas 
Three - fourths cupful grated. 
American cheese 

One-half cupful fine, fresh bread 
crumbs 

Six bacon slices. 

Cook the onions and green pep- 
pers, chopped fine, in two tapble- 
spoons of the fat until they are ten- 
der and golden brown in color. Then 
add the beans and combine thor- 
oughly. Arrange in alternate layers 
with the cheese in a greased casse- 
role having beans on top. Top with 
the crumbs mixed with two table- 
spoons of the fat. Arrange the 
bacon over the top and bake in a 
moderate oven for 30 minutes.

Judge Louder- 
back and his attorneys sit behind a 
long table at the right of the Presi- 
dent’s chair; the House Managers 
sit behind~a similar table on the 
left. 

The acoustics of the chamber are 
so poor that three microphones 
have been set up, one near the 
Judge’s table, a second for the Man- 
agers, and a third, directly in front 
of the President’s Chair, for the 
witnesses. Small loud speakers 
have been installed on the Senate 
walls. This innovation has not im- 
proved the acoustics a great deal. 
If Senators have questions to put 
to the witnesses they must write 
them out for the Clerk to read. 
Likewise, newspaper men who wish 
to call a Senator out of the cham- 
ber must write the message. Pages 
are not allowed to speak to a Sen- 
ator during an impeachment trial. 
There is no such rule for legisla- 
tive sessions.

GENEVA, May 19.—Germany ac- 
cepted the British disarmament 
plan today as a basis for an agree- 
ment to be reached by the worid 
disarmament conference. 

Rudolf Nadolny, the German 
delegate, informed the conference 
of the decision of his Government 

Manifestations of approval greet- 
ed Nadolny when he said that any 
German suggestions would dovetail 
with the British draft, which al 
ready had been accepted by all na- 
tions save Germany. 

“I hope this will ve regarded as 
new proof of German moderation,” 
Nadolny said. 

He referred to President Roose- 
velt’s disarmament message to the 
world as “another great manifes- 
tation of peace.” His entire ad- 
dress was conciliatory. 


Briton Praises Decision. 


Capt. Anthony Eden of Great 
Britain emphasized the importance 
of Germany’s decision and praised 
the spirit in which it was an- 
nounced. Rene Massigli for France 
pledged his Government’s readiness 
to co-operate, and asserted that 
Nadolny’s statement meant that 
now there was no obstacle in the 
way of completing a disarmament 
treaty. 

The conference voted to send a 
cablegram to President Roosevelt 
voicing appreciation for his dis- 
armament proposals and assuring 
him that they would be given 
every consideration. 

Before Nadolny’s announcement 
Arthur Henderson, chairman of the 
conference, remarked that there 
were many conciliatory points in 
the disarmament speech made be- 
fore the German Reichstag Wed- 

esday by Chancellor Hitler. Hen- 

erson said he was struck forcibly 
by Hitler’s warning that any new 
war would cause the collapse of 
the social and political order. 

“If we fail at Geneva,” he con- 
tinued, “no one can predict the 
outcome. We must remember that 
war is the epitome of all human 
folly.” ‘ 


Plea for Early Agreement. 

Henderson made an impassioned 
appeal to the delegates to reach a 
disarmament agreement before the 
world economic conference started 
in London, June 12. Such an agree- 
ment, he said, would answer the 
appeal of President Roosevelt. Hen- 
derson explained that he had re- 
ceived a communication from Nor- 
man H. Davis, delegate for the

Senate Exempts Military

the French army was strong and 
must be kept strong. 

This squelched talk of a meeting 
between the Premier and Chancel- 
lor Hitler of Germany. Subse- 
quently the Government officially 
denied that such a meeting was 


contemplated. 

Daladier told the Senate that 
war economies had been made, but 
that they had not impaired the 
army’s strength. 

“I affirm,” he said, “that we can 
have confidence in the army and I 
affirm that our national defense is 
assured.” 

Daladier said his statement rep- 
resented the judgment of the army 
chiefs, as set forth at a recent 
meeting of the Superior War Coun- 
cil. 

The Senate immediately exempted 
the defense budget from a five per 
cent additional cut. 

The Geneva disarmament confer- 
ence may achieve something, Dala- 
dier said, but “for the present we 
would be deluding ourselves if we 
slackened military preparations. 
Only the future can tell if other 
peoples are ready to disarm.” 

In official circles it was said that 
Chancellor Hitler's speech before 
the Reichstag Wednesday had 
changed nothing. One person in 
touch with the Government said 
“Hitler is still Hitler and he has 
merely camoufleged.”

or Communists. Of al] ages or 
classes, they kept on a strict rou- 
tine of exercise and work. 

Quarters vary from an ancient 
castle, like Hohnstein, in Saxony, 
which was a shelter for young hik- 
ers before it was converted to its 
present use, to rough barracks sur- 
rounded by barbed wire entangle- 
ments. 


Doctors at Each Camp. 

Sanitary conditions generally are 
excellent. There are doctors at each 
camp to care for the inmates, and 
some of them report that the pris- 
oners are adepts at getting on 
morning “sick call.” 

“Most of them simulate sickness 
because they think they'll get hos- 
pital leave,” was the way thé news- 
paper Taeglische Rundschau quoted 
the camp physician at Oranienburg, 
near Berlin. 

At Oranienburg there are 15% 
hours routine daily. The schedule 
calls for 2% hours of military train- 
ing, like scaling barricades and drill 
in columns and company front for- 
mation, an hour and a half of phys- 
ical culture and five hours of man- 
ual labor. 

The physical culture includes 
morning setting-up exercises, foot- 
ball matches and similar group 


games. The manual labor is mostly 
tidying up the camp premises and 
|barracks, but there are odd jobs 
too, such as sewing or painting 
swastika emblems on confiscated 
Communist flags. 

At most of the camps privileges 
are few. Major Kauffman, head of 
the big Heuberg camp in Wuert- 
temburg, said his prisoners were 
allowed to write one letter a month. 
There are no visiting days there. 


All Visitors Turned Away. 


“Sometimes half the population 
of the village tries to get in to see 
the prisoners,” the major told a 
German newspaper writer. “There 
are false and genuine fiancees, 
young fellows with faked passes, 
women in peasant garb and women 
in silks. 

“All are turned away, whereupon 
there is much wailing and com- 
plaining. But orders are orders.” 

Taeglische Rundschau sees po- 
litical ideas of tomorrow coming 
from the concentr tion camps of 
today. Quoting a prisoner as say- 
ing, “Sure we'd like to get out; 
but this is a good enough place to 
think things over,” the paper com- 
ments: 

“Many of the prisoners are only 
now aware of their political impor- 
tance. They feel like martyrs and 
are experiencing the start within 
themseives of what becomes ‘the 
great idea.’” 

Besides Oranienburg, the princi- 
pal camps are at Heuberg, which 
has 1750 inmates; Breslau; Son- 
nenburg, in Thuringia; and Dachau 
in Bavaria.

TOKIO, May 19.—A spokesman

If the world recognized the 
great wall as the boundary between 
Manchukuo and China, we would 
accept unreservedly. 

“However, it is Japan’s impres- 
sion that the appeal was framed 
hurriedly in order to forestall Hit- 
ler’s speech May 17 and hence the 
President probably was unmindful 
of the complexities of the oriental 
situation.” 

He indicated that the outstanding 
reservation, although it possibly, 
may not be specifically included, 
will be concerned with the troop 
proposal. |

In Behalf of Postal Employes. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Reducing Bureaucra- 

cy’s Staff,” states that there are 613,- 
941 Federal employes. Possibly 25 per 
cent of them are in the postal service, 
which number is five times as Many as 
in the entire Government service in 1851. 
This increase is normal when one con- 
siders, not only the increase in popula-} 
tion, but the great demands on account 
of the added activities of the Postoffice 
Department by the inauguration of rural 
delivery and parcel post. It is in the 
ranks of these employes that the pro- 
posed pay reduction will create undue 
hardship. They remsined loyal to the 
service in those hectic days after the 
World War, when all wages went sky- 
rocketing, receiving a maximum salary 
of $1800 per annum, with a 2% per cent 
deduction for their retirement fund, un- 
til 1925, when they received an increase 
of $300 per annum and 3% per cent de- 
duction. They were looked upon with 
derision by many workers in other occu- 
pations, but who today cry loudest for 
reduction of postoffice salaries. 

It may interest you to know that a 
survey of the St. Louis Postoffice shows 
that for about three years, no vacancy 
occasioned by death, retirement, resigna- 
tion or dismissal has been filled, but 
lapsed to reduce the payroll. Deliveries 
in the business section have been cur- 
tailed from six to four deliveries; in 
other sections, from three to two, and a 

rther curtailmént is in prospect. The 
postal service was not inaugurated for 
profit, but as a matter of service for the 
people. Nevertheless, I feel that the defi- 
cit in the Postoffice Department is more 
apparent than real, because if all of its 
subsidies were weeded out, if it received 
credit for the handling of mail of the 
other Government agencies and those 
using the mail free, and if all users of 
the mail in all classes other than first- 
class would pay sufficient postage to 
cover handling of same, red ink would 


not be in evidence.

F. D. R.’s Definition of “Aggression.”. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 

O better definition of the terms “ag- 

gression” dnd “aggressor” could be 
found than is contained in President 
Roosevelt’s proposal: “The Powers indi- 
vidually agree that they will send no 
armed force of whatsoever nature across 
their frontiers.” - 

That tells the whole story. If no na- 
tion sends an army across its own fron- 
tier, there will be no war. Thesefore, the 
nation which first sends an army across 

. its frontier and into a neighbor country, 
or territory governed by that country, is 

_ the aggressor. This obvious fact states- 
men have seen fit to ignore while they 
have haggled over definitions and sanc- 
tions. 

The same rule can be applied to naval 

. or air attacks, priority in which would 
determine responsibility for aggression. 
Of course, the excuse of the “defensive” 
attack is not to be tolerated, nor the in- 
vasion of so-called disputed territory by 
the nation not now governing it. 


the matter in hand. We can very well believe this. 
Senator Royal S. Copeland of New York said it was 
the unbridled selling of securities that looted Amer- 
ican prosperity. There is a good deal of truth in 
that. It is also true that the orgy of speculation 
which collapsed in October, 1929, was also a consider- 
able factor in paralyzing the international economy. 
That is, the market diverted capital from interna- 
tional as well as domestic trade. 

Owen D. Young says the United States upset the 
international apple cart when it insisted that the war 
debts be paid in gold. Bertrand Russell says the same 
thing. He calls this the greatest human folly in his- 
tory. Our demand that our debtors pay us in gold 
resulted in their demanding that Germany pay the 
reparations in gold. The view that this vicious circle 
is what forced more than 30 nations off the gold 
standard is widely held. Meanwhile, in the words of 
Henry Ford, the money and brains of the United 
States were devoted to gambling. We all know who 
kept the gambling house. 

A former high-pressure securities salesman in a 
Southwestern city published three years ago a pampb- 
let in which he told what happened. He said a great 
machine was set up during the war to sell Liberty 
Bonds, and when the war was over what Senator 
Glass calls Mitchellism “shot” its own stuff over that 
machine. The consequences of thus looting the people 
of their savings proved the necessity for a Federal 
blue-sky law. : 

It is the design of Congress to make the selling of 
securities honest. The House bill, which is now in 
conference, gives directors opportunity to prove good 
faith, which is the prime consideration. We cannot 
agree that the omission of essential information about 
securities is something that should be overlooked. 
We do believe that reason alone can determine when 
such omissions are fraudulent. The misstatement of 
facts behind security issues was one of the prime 
evils of that orgy of speculation to which John May- 
nard Keynes ascribes the plight of the United States. 
For instance, few buyers of foreign bonds knew what 
they were buying. 

The record is full of such misrepresentations, both 
of omission and commission, The troubles of Arkan- 
sas, which has repudiated some of its obligations, de- 
rive in part from misrepresentation of the security 
behind its bonds. It has been publicly charged that 
some of the circulars announcing the Arkansas issues 
deliberately doubled the assessed valuation of the 
State, precisely the sort of thing the new securities 
bill would define as fraud. 

One of the worst features of the Ponchartrain 
Bridge scandal was the implication in circulars by 
those who sold the bonds that a competing bridge 
could not be built in the vicinity. The circular said: 

The Highway Commission covenants that 
neither the State nor the commission nor any 
subdivision of the State shall permit the con- 
struction or operation of any other bridge within 

a distance of 30 miles of either side of the New 

Orleans Poxchartrain Bridge. The necessary 

approval of the Secretary of War has been ob 

tained. 

Yet another bridge was built by the State within 
a short distance of the Ponchartrain Bridge. The 
State Highway Commission could not, of course, give 
such a guarantee. If the authors of the circular 
meant to imply that the Secretary of War was some- 
how behind the assurance, though. they did not actu- 
ally say so, the circular was even more misleading. 

The nation expects Congress to do its duty in this 
vital matter. What becomes of the business of sell- 
ing securities is not the primary concern. The pri- 
mary concern is the protection of the people against 
robbery and fraud.

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JUDGE SEABURY AND NEW YORK’S MAYORALTY. 

The refusal of former Gov. Smith to bea candidate 
for Mayor of New York follows an earlier withdrawal 
of Joseph V. McKee, whose brief record in the May+ 
or’s chair had entitled him to sonsideration. The way 
is now open for the concentration of all the better 
government forces behind Samuel Seabury, former 
Justice of the New York Supreme Court and the State 
Court of Appeals, and a national figure by reason of 
his splendid work in the recent investigation of graft 
in Tammany’s mismanagement of New York. Whether 
Mr. Seabury will run is not known, but this much is 
certain: If New York drafts him and elects him its 
Mayor, our largest city will have a chief executive in 
whom it and the rest of the nation will have confi- 
dence and high hope. 
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REFORESTATION AND THE BONUS ARMY. 

At the convention of the bonus army in Washing- 
ton, President Roosevelt’s offer to provide reforesta- 
tion jobs for the men was rejected. 

Presumably, the members of the bonus army are 
unemployed and in distress. In any case, they are 
asking the Government for cash aid. If the Govern- 
ment acceded, what would it mean to the individual? 
The average adjusted compensation certificate has a 
face value of approximately $1000. Under the law of 
1930, it became possible to borrow half the sum.

As Lloyd George said only a 
few weeks ago, Washington has become the “hub of 
the universe,” and the President is its spokesman. 
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ILLINOIS AND MUSCLE SHOALS. 

The overwhelming vote by which the House of 
Representatives sent the bill providing for the Muscle 
Shoals-Tennessee Basin project to President Roose- 
velt contains an interesting Mid-western exhibit. 

Only 28 Democrats in the entire House membership 
opposed the bill. Thirteen of these 28 are Illinoisans: 
Messrs. Adair, Arnold, Beam, Brennan, Kelly, Koci- 
alkowski, Meeks, O’Brien, Parsons, Sabath, Schaefer, 
Schuetz and Thompson. Most of them were elected 
last November for the first time. Among the latter 
is Representative Schaefer of Belleville, who repre- 
sents the populous district opposite St. Louis. 

It is significant that not a Missourian voted against 
the bill. What makes the difference between two 
delegations on opposite sides of the Mississippi? 
Are these Democratic Congressmen of Illinois, as the 
Republicans over there have long been branded, also 
on the side of the Power Trust?

THE RETURN OF GLAVIS. 

Twenty-three years after his efforts to safeguard 
the public domain brought his dismissal from the 
Interior Department by President Taft, Louis R. 
Glavis returns to that department, by appointment of 
Secretary Ickes. Thus, another sequel is written to 
one of the tempests that have accompanied conserva- 
tion efforts for a half-century. 

The incident in which Glavis figured. was the Tea- 
pot Dome scandal of its day, and its cast of char- 
acters included men later famous in affairs of state. 
As a special agent of the General Land Office, Glavis 
found evidence, in 1909, of an effort by a business 
group to “grab” Government coal lands in Alaska, on 
the basis of claims which he charged were invalid. He 
found that Secretary Richard A. Ballinger had ap- 
proved the deal. On the suggestion of Gifford Pin- 
chot, head of the Forest Service (now Governor of 
Pennsylvania), Glavis took his case directly to the 
President. Mr. Taft accepted Ballinger’s defense and 
ordered Glavis dismissed for “unjustly impeaching 
the integrity of his superior officer.” Pinchot came 
to his defense, and also was ousted by Mr. Taft. 

The conservationists rushed to defend the ousted 
men, verbally and in the press. Collier's Weekly de 
manded, “Are the Guggenheims in charge of the In- 
terior Department?” To present the Glavis view at 
the congressional inquiry that followed, the maga- 
zine hired a Boston lawyer, Louis D. Brandeis (now 
Supreme Court Justice.) Among the things he showed 
was that a document by Attorney-General George W. 
Wickersham (later head of Mr. Hoover’s famed Wick- 
ersham Commission) bore a falsified date. The inves- 
tigators, predominantly Republican, whitewashed Bal- 
linger, but a minority report denounced him as “not 
true to his trust.” Six months later, Ballinger relieved 
the situation by resigning, and in-1911 the contested 
coal claims were canceled as improperly obtained, Fol- 
lowing the decision, Pinchot took ship for Africa, to 
relate to Roosevelt how his conservation policies were 
being violated. The incident was one of a series 
that led to the breach between Taft and Roosevelt, 
and split the Republican party. 

, Though Glavis may properly be said to have been 
vindicated years ago, save of the indiscretion in- 
spired by his seal, his return to the department com- 
pletes the cycle. He is to head a new bureau of in- 
vestigation, and if his previous work in this field is 
a criterion, he will be a valuable aid in economy 
and rving natural resources, His first assign-

HENEVER any Senator makes & 

classical allusion in the course of de 
bate, Huey Long protests and says it is not 
nécessary to go back 2000 years, as more 
fitting modern instances can be found. But 
the Louisiana Senator has been guilty of 
that which he condemns, for in his denun- 
ciation of gold he has told the story of 
Crassus in this way: 

“When he had absorbed and amassed ul 
to himself all the foodstuffs and all th 
wearing apparel of the Empire and all the 
gold, he would still not let a single peasant 
have a thing to eat unless he could come up 
and pay him in gold, although he had all the 
gold himself. The common people finally 
broke in and melted the gold and poured !t 
down his dad-gummed throat until he go 
enough of it.” 

This is more picturesque than accurate, 
but the correct version would not have 
served the Senator’s purpose. As a matter 
of fact, the armies of Crassus were defeatedy

JAPANESE INVASION TAKEN UP 
BY ROOSEVELT AND SOONG 


In Joint Statement They Express 
Hope for Peace; Want Silver 
Stabilized. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—A joint 
statement today by President 
Roosevelt and T. V. Soong, Chinese 
Minister of Finance, said they were 
in agreement on measures to be 
taken to solve world problems and 
that it was considered “essential 
that the price of silver, the great 
medium of exchange of the East, 
should be enhanced and stabilized.” 

The statement touched on the Far 
East, where Japanese troops are 
marching further into Chinese ter- 
ritory. 

“It is our ardent hope that peace 
may be assured and that to this end 


- practical measures of disarmament 


may soon be adopted,” it said. “In 
this connection our thoughts natur- 
ally have turned to.the serious de- 
velopments in the Far East, which 
have disturbed the peace of the 
world during the past two years. 
There the military forces of two 
great nations have been engaged 
. in destructive hostilities. We trust 
that these hostilities may soon cease 
in order that the present effort of 
all the nations of the world to re- 
establish political and economic 
peace may succeed.”

Photography and Medicine 
IMPLE phvtography,  stereo- 
S scopic photography, and the mo- 
tion picture have been used in 
the advances of medicine. 

In fact, some of the earliest mo- 
tion picture experiments were made 
in studies of normal functions, such 
as walking, running and speech. 

In recent years there has been de- 


veloped an ingenious camera which 
photographs the interior of the 
stomach in the diagnosis of ulcers 
and cancer of the stomach. 


A new type o? photographic emul- 
sion recently developed makes it 
possible to secure impressions of ob- 
jects by so-called infra-red or dark 
light. 5 


The ordinary photograpthic emul- 
sion is not vefy sénsitive to red 
light. For that reason the amateur 
can handle his exposed films or 
pilates in ruby or red light. 


The new emulsions, however, are 
sensitive not only to red light, but 
éven to the longer wave lengths of 
the spectrum. 

Applications of infra-red photog- 
raphy already have been made to 
medicine. Thus, photographs of hu- 
man tissues taken by. means-of in- 
fra-red light, using the new emul- 
sions, have revealed pathologic 
changes not ordinarily visible. 

Photographs of this type taken of 
a case of lupus (tuberculosis of the 
skin) have shown marked distinc- 
tions between the dead skin, the 
tissue With lupus nodules in it, and 
healthy tissue. 

This form of photography may 
therefore prove of value in the diag- 
nosis of skin complaints. 

One of the most interesting of the 
results of infra-red photography 
was recently reported by an ex- 
perimenter in Denmark. 

A man was photographed by ordi- 
nary methods and the picture 
showed him to be a typical Negré 
of deep coloring. When photo- 
graphed on an infra-red sensitive
